Applicant fails to consider the full teachings of the applied references. In particular, with respect to the limitation of n ... information 
regarding activities including at least one of camps, schooling, daycare, and counseling programs, the applied reference of 'Volunteers 
Insurance Service" (http://web.archive.0rg/web/l 9991 0091 21 132/http:///www.cimaworld.com/htdocs/volunteers.com - published 10/1999) 
discloses insurance for counseling programs. Please note page 2, lines 23-25, wherein is disclosed, "Our volunteer insurance also is 
available to court-appointed special advocates, who provide care and counseling for children whose families are involved in court 
proceedings. As such, it is clear that the applied prior art teaches activities that include counseling programs. With respect to other 
limitations (camps, schooling, daycare), it is immaterial whether or not the reference specifically discloses such activities, insofar as 
Applicant recites "at least one of..." Thus, the claims, even when amended in the manner proposed, fails to provide a patentable 
distinction over the applied references of Lockwood, "Insurance Services of America", "Volunteers Insurance Service", Gardner, and/or 
Ballantyne. 
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
